sixteen cents a pound, a reduction of one- 
tnird.

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Miss Hannah B. Chickering’s Work. 
[From the Christian Register. } 

Many years ago, while yet a young and strong 
woman, livingin the beautiful town of Ded- 
hawn—where the massive stone walis of the 
jail otfersuch a shaitp contrast to the cheery 
homes of the village, with their graceful elms 
and fair gardens—her heart began to go out 
in pity for the poor women imprisoned there, 
and shut out, by theirown fault, from all this 
light and beauty. She becamea constant vis- 
itor to that dark abode, reading to the 
inmates and laboring to reform them, so 
that there might be a hope that they 
wcould lead a better life when their term should 
have expired. Though these poor souls beard 
hér gladly, and were many of them touched by 
her love and sympathy, she found that tney 
bad butaslender prospect of keeping their 
good resolutions when they went outinto the 
world. Every doorwasclosed against them, 
and asnofield of virtuous industry opened 
before them, they gravitated to their old paths 
of sinassurely as they left the prison gate. 
To meet this great want Miss Chickeriug con- 
ceived theidea of a sheltering home, where 
they could be received and trained, by 
kind ang judicious teachers, for usefulness in 
the community. She was unwearied in her 
efforts to interest others to help her, and never 
rested till a charter was obtained for the 
‘‘temporary asylum for discharged female 
prisoners’’ at Dedham fifteen years ago, Of 
this institution she was the guiding spirit, and 
many whom she persuaded to seek its open 
door were led first ‘‘*to please Miss Chick- 
ering,’’ and s0 on to the servics of the 
highest. Nor yet was her work finished. 
As women came in from the vari- 
ous jails and houses of correction in the 
State, she was struck with the tact that their 
residencein these prisons had done them no 
good; on the contrary, they came out as arule 
more hardened in sin than they entered. And 
from this sad conviction sprang the desire to 
establish a prison for women that should be 
really areformatory in this State, that the 
work of love might begin within the prison 
walls. Uthers, catching her enthusiasm, 
rallied nround her, and petitioned 
the Leaislature year after year 
till their labors were crowned with 
success and the ‘‘reformatory prison’’ at Sher- 
burne was established. The asylum and the 
reforiwatory are enduring monuments to her 
name—a name that weil deserves to rank with 
those of Elizabeth Fiy and Florence Nightin- 
gale. Truly may those whose feet sbe has led 
in the way of righteousness say, a8 many of 
them do, *‘She was my best friend.’’ She 
never spared her own health and strength or 
comfort that she might do her Master’s work, 
and she has as truly laid down her life tor 
these poor and erring sisters as if she had 
poured it out on the field of battle.

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A Critical Estimate of the Great Actor 
Who Has Just Died. 
[William Winter in New York Tribune. ] 

The time has been when the news of the 
death of Mr. Fechter would have caused in all 
intellectual circles a deep sense of loss anda 
vivid sentiment of grief. As it is—and not- 
withstanding the self-imposed clouds that 
have darkened his latter vears—the sad intel- 
ligence will come with a painful shock to 
many minds. Mr. Fechter was a man of 
genius, and he might have led for 
many years yet a gracious, beautiful and 
beneficent life. It is sad to think that such 
rare faculties and such a capacity for useful- 
ness should have given so little happiness to 
their possessor and so little benefit to the 
world. Mr. Fechter, once the idol of fashion 
in the Capitals of Francé and England,dying, 
at fifty-four, inan obscure town in Pennsyl- 
vania, has passed away in comparative neg- 
lect, a disappointed and embittered man, 
whom all will deplore, but whom few 
will sincerely regret. As an actor 
Mr. Fechter excelled in the domain 
of melodrama—by which is meant the drama 
of situation; and in this he required moments 
of convulsive passion for the full display of 
his peculiar powers. At such moments he 
became inspired with a kind of frenzy—reck- 
less and lawless, yet not ungoverned—which 
sometimes produced wonderful effects upon 
sensibility and imagination, causing intense 
excitement and suggesting splendid images of 
human nature exalted by emotion into the 
avenging Fury or the dreadful 
and invineible Fate. Hlis perform- 
ance of the **Corsican Brothers’’ was, for 
example, as manny perfect, in this Way as 
anything that has been seen upon the stage. 
Those persons who like to see large, fine and 
true ideals of Shakspeare’s conceptions per- 
sonified in a poetica manner could not. be con- 
tent with Mr. Fechter’s Sbhakspearean efforts. 
With bis romantic leals of melodrama, aud 
with his effective methods of expressing them 
all persons were content. It was only. when 
Mr. Fechter’s powers in this region 
of art were vaunted as_ transcending 
those of all his contemporaries that 
protest against a radical injustice seemed es- 
sential toward a judicious tempering of en- 
thusiasm. The American public was not slow, 
however, to reach a just conclusion as to Mr. 
Fechter’s acting, It was speedily seen that 
he was a greatactor in asmall field—that he 
elevated small subjects: and that even the il- 
lumination of his subject was always second- 
ary tothe display of himself. There have 
been and there still are actors who can express 
high poetic ideals, and in themselves suggest 
lovely and noble and elevating images of char- 
acter aud action—giving bigh thought a high 
personality, and wielding the influence 
of splendid example. Mr. Fechter 
chiefly announced and interpreted his own 
picturesque and spasmodic self. Such - ac- 
tor could not Jast in the esteem of his ago—

Woman’s Enfranchisement. 
{From the Westminster Review. | 
It has been saidthat the man of the nine- 
teenth century insists upon. having 
a wife a woman of the seventeenth 
century. lt is, perhaps, near- 
er the truth that he demands the spirit of the 
twocenturies combined in one woman; the 
activity and liberality ot thought which char- 
acterize the present era, with the intellectual 
submission to authority which belonged to the 
past. 
It has also been intimated by partisan advo- 
cates of the complete enfranchisement of wo- 
men that men are afraid to abandon theirlegal 


controi of womea lest, with this loss of power, 


they should also lose their attractiveness for 
and influence over these important members 
of society. Butthisis, probably, an aspersion 
upon both sexes; the mutual interests which 
unite men and women are of a nature too deep 
and far-reaching to be endangered by the full- 
est liberty for both, and no possible modifica- 
tion or reconstruction of the basis of the rela- 
tions between them wil! ever lessen their legit- 
imate influence over each other. A 

The power of habit, the ongyeoyed prece- 
dent, the tyranny of heredity, ali coMbine to 
perpetuate the old and to blight the new; but 
when we reflect that these very conditions are 
necessary, not only to stubility, but to prog- 
ress itself, that moderna civilization is largely 
an expression of accumulated experiences anid 
tendencies inherited from past generations— 
& vast and most intricate web of ‘‘survivals’’ 
—we accept the seeming evil with the recog: 
nized good as torming an cqually cssential part 
in the grand lrarmony of evolution. 

Respect for tradition is an important element 
of social strength, and to reconcile this senti- 
ment with the chinges of advancing civiliza- 
tion is a social necessity. This reconciliation 
(which zealous reformers are apt to disregard) 
is the true secret of progress in ali social mat- 
ters; foritis in this sphere that respect for 
tradition holds the most poweriul sway. Cen- 
tnries ot slow progress have been required for 
the elevation of society from a state in which 
every woman was the absolute chattel of some 
man—father, brother, husband or son—to the 
present degrce of civilization, in whicb there 
is at least partia' frecdom for women. Lezgouve 
(who has so eloquently advocated the cause ot 
liberty tor women) savs: ‘‘Their history o‘iers 
an uninterrupted scries ot cynancip.wations, and 
their present condition, which is subj ction as 
compared with the future, is liberty as com- 
pared with the past. ' : 

The reasoning so skillfully employed by Dar- 
win to prove the impossibility of the future in- 
tellectual equality ot women is evidently falla- 
cious. Hesays: ‘‘In order that women should 
reach the saine (intellectual!) standard as man 
she ought, when nearly adult, to be trained to 
energy and perseverance, and to have her rea- 
son and imagination exercised to the highest 
point; and then she would probably transmit 
these qualities chiefly to her adult daughtcrs. 
The whole boay of women, however, could not 
be thus raised, unless, Guring Wwany genera- 
tions, the women who excelied in the avove 
robust virtues pi oduced oflspring in larger num- 
bers than other women’’—conditions manifest- 
ly incompatible with each other. 

Tothis argument are opposed many import- 
ant facts. It is not through their progeny alone 
tbat strong characters eievatethe race. The 
representative men and women of the pust aro 
known, not by their lineal descendants, but by 
their own lives and works, which have made 
an impression upon all succeeding generations 
and which will continue to influence the race 
until it shall bave outgrown them. Hence, 
exceptional woinen, through the poweriul ex- 
ampie of their individual lives, tiust elevate 
the toneand tendency of their whole sex, even 
though they should add nothing to its actual 
pumbers. 

Again, accepting for the moment the unten- 
able position assumed by Darwin that individ. 
vals influence the raceonly through their off 
spring, itis not the most prolific members of 
society who do most tor the improvement of 
the stock; quite the contrary, since it isnot the 
number but the gwality of offspring that is 
most important. Hence, the few children, 
vigorous in body and mind, added to the pop 
ulation by women phyaj@ally and intellectually 
superior, Will inevitable ‘ive to the wali the 
inferior progeny of their more prolific but less 
developed sisters. 


The Mother’s Vacation. 
(fT. W. Higginson in Woman's Journal. } 

Now the criticisms that men make on 
women’s work—and I dare say that those made 
by women on men are bo more reasonable— 
are mainly of this description—growing out of 
the impression that all work is easy which one 
does not understand. Just as hay-making is 
the lightest and most graceful of labors to 
those who have never personally handleda 
bay-fork, sois the greater part of a woman’s 
day’s work easy to a man until a man 
has tried it. Trv him tor a while at the 
occupation that seems lightest—let us say, for 
two hours steady work at taking out the bast- 


ing threads from that pretty blue bunt'ng that 
was bought to please him—and see if he does 
not get some new Views on the subject! And all 
this has a yet farther bearing upon the summer 
*trest,’’ as itis called, of woman, by the moun- 
tains or sea-shore. We sometimes see very iil- 
natured things said on this subject, by those 
whosbould know better. It is easy to contrast 
the hot summer labors of the husband, in tne 
city, withtbe cool summer vacation of the 
wife. How few stopto remember that though 
the husband’s nominal vacation be shorter, it 
is expected to be a vacation indeed; he lays 
his books or his handicraft absolutely aside; all 
that is demanded of him ordinarily is that he 
should amuse himsclf. The woman’s vacation 
is nominally longer,but if sheis a housekeeper, 
a wife, a mother, shecaries her work and her 
care with her. If she keeps house in the coun- 
try, itis still housekeeping, with increased 
difficulty ot obtaining servants; even if she 
boards, she still has her children with her,and 
has upon her through the summer days the 
exclusive responsibility of seeing that they are 
fed, clothed, kept out of miscnief in pleasant 
days, keptin employment on rainy days, and 
kept from collision with other boarders all the 
time. She andthey arethe gainers by it on 
the whole, butit she were to sit down on Sun- 
day and write for her husband a precise diary 
ot the week, it would oiten be a singular inter- 
pretation of the words **summer rest.’’

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Conant’s Footprints of Vanished 
Races. 


A History of the Mound-Builders 
in Missouri. 


‘*Footprints of Vanished Races in the Missis- 
sippi Valley,’’ by A. J. Conant, A. M., is a 
work that evinces at once scholarship and au- 
thorship. In this instance, at any rate, a 
prophet will not be without hoaor in his own 
country, for the book is by a St. Louis student, 
principally upon Missouri archwology. The 
field is a wide one and anew, and Mr. Conant 
brings to the research a mind stored 
anthropological and ethnic study 
so well digested that his present book is intro- 
duction enough for him in itself. To begin, 
then, at the beginning of the traces of later 
peoples, among 
have leftthe most plainly marked remains, 
dating, some ofthem, asfar back as the be- 
ginning of the Neolithic period. 

From this period the reindeer epoch—known 
also as the period of migrated animals—be- 
gins. A new Civilization dawns. Polished 
impiements of stone and bone take the place 
of rude chips and splinters of silex. Pottery is 
maputactured and ornamented with curious 
devices, and all that man does displays the 
awakening sensefor beauty. From this time 
the race proceeds with slow but steady ad- 
vancements. = 

How long the neolithic or polished stoae pe- 
riod lasted we have no means of judging, nor 
when man learned to smelt the more yielding 
ores, or to make bronze by the alloy of copper 
withtin. But when that great discovery was 
made whereby he supplied himself witha ma- 
terialso much better fitted by its superior 

hardness to copper for cutting 
Jimplements and other uses, 
he enteredthat pathway which ends only in 
allthe glorious possibilities of the future. 
With tbis discove”y the age of Bronze was ush- 
eredin. Speedily its use spread over the 
greater part of Europe. With the age of 
Bronze the arts and sciences may be said to 
bave had their b'rih, Of the time of its con- 
tinuance, which seems to have 
been long, we know but little more 
than we do of the age of stone. Butatlength

It is conjectured that this vVeastof thunder 
end lire referred to the Spanish 
invasion of Mexico. The Tuscaroras, 
according to the acconnt published by Mr. 
David Cusick in 1827—quoted by Professor 
Rafinesque—had a well-arranged system of 
chronology, dating back nearly three thousand 
years. ‘heir traditions locate their originwal 
home north of the great lakes. In process of 
time some of their people migrated to the river 
hanaway (St. Law:ence). After many yearsa 
foreign people came by the sea and set- 
tled south of the §%Ilakes. Then follow 
Jong sccounts of wars and fierce invasions 
nationsfrom the North, led by contederate 
kings, and arenowned bhcro named Yatatan. 
Many years elapse, andthe king of the con- 
federacy pays a visitto a mighty potentate 
whose seat of empire is called tne Golden City, 
situated south of the lakes; and so on downto 
the year 1143, when the traditions 
end. in these records uppear ac- 
count’ of wars with Various 
tribes, given with great particular.ty; mgere- 
tions southward and west to the Mississippi 
(called Onauweoka); the namesof the ruliag 
monarchs and the order of their succession. 
There appear to have been several dynasties 
of longer or shorier duration. Thus the name 
Tarenyuwagon is borne by three succes-ive 
monaichs, and Atotaro is continved to the 
ninth. 

Mr. Conant’s theory of the peopling of the 
Mississippi valley by the Mound-Luilders he 
sums up briefly thus: 

It ecems highly possible that there were two 
slowly moving streains of migration from tie 
norih, the mostimporiant one onthe erst o- 
the Mississippi, tne other through the Terriio- 
ries ljing westof the river. This southwa”d 
movement of a vast people seems io have been 
arrested inthe valley ofthe Ohio fora lone 
time. Otherwise the fact can Uard'ly 
be accounted for that here 
occur the most stupendous monu- 
ments of theirindustiy and skill, and also tue 
most striking evidences of the stability and 
repose of their national life. Here the Mound- 
Builders reached the highest stage of civiliza- 
tion they ever attained this side of Centra’ 
America and Mexico. The movement upon the 
western side of the river, whi'e it bad its source 
inthe one great tountain-bead at the North, 
does not seem to have been so well 
defired in all its cheracteristics, 
no.withstanding the fact that tne populsiion 
jn Missouri at one time was as great, and, we 
have reason to belleve, greater than in Onio. 
The cause may hive been that they 
never enjoyed a season of repose and 
exemption from war to such a de- 
gree as to render it possible for them to 
devote their time or concentrate their energics 
on their internal affairs to the exteat 
which resulted in the more edvanced civil- 
ization of the Eastern trives. There pone to 
have been one prevailing system of religion 
among them all, which was based upon the 
worship of the heavenly bodies. This remerk 
applies noi only to the people of North Ameri- 
cu but to the ancient inhabitants of the Souil- 
ern continent as well. The temple mounds in 
both, though built of different materials, 
are the same in form and purpose. 


The great mound of this city, which everyones 
remembers, the chief landmark of the city, is 
tbus described irom its rich, antiquarian point 


of view: 

Of all sepulchral mounds thus far examined, 
this wasthe king. Jfits marnitude, or rather 
the size of the vault withiu it, has any signii- 
cance, it would scem to have been the tomb of 
the most holy prophets, orof the royal race. 
The statements concerning its dimensions are 
widely different. Accordingio one observer, 
it was 400 feet in length, 200 feet wide at 
the base, and over flity feet high. 
Aecccording to Mr. Brackenridge, it was one 
hundred and fiity fcet in length and thiriyv in 
height. Thelatter figures are probably not 
far from the truth. 

These discrepancics are.not difficult of ex- 
planation when itis remembered that in its 
construction advantage was taken of the bigh- 
est point on the terrace, and when the streets 
were cut through iton its northern and south- 
ernends the grade was nearly 
feet lower than the to 
terrace upon whichit was erected. 
observer, therefore, would be likely to take the 
whole as artificial, whereas more than one-half 
as it then appeared was of fluviate origin. The 
dividing line was about midway between the 
middle of the street and the top ofthe mound. 
This mound, as is well known, was used by the 
Indians as a burial place and, only sixty years 
since, it was visited b a small band who dis- 
interred and carried away the bones of 
their chief who had been buried there. But 
their interments here, as was their unvarying 
custom, were near the surface. The most in- 
teresting feature of this truly great structure, 
was the sepulchral chamber that it once con- 
tained. By what meapvsthe ponderous mass 
of eerth wbich formed its roof was sustained, 
the mound itself furnished no clue, for it had 
long ago fallen in and crushed almost to atoms 
the already decayed bones of the 
skeletons lying upon the floor. 
The original length of the chambercouldon: 
be conjectured, as portions of the mound ha 
been removed when the street was cut throug 
upon the southern end. It could be traced, 
however, for seventy-two feet. For this dis- 
tance the sides were perfectly smooth and 
straigut, aud sloped outwardly a few degrees 
from the perpendicular, and the marks of the 
tool by which tae walls wee plastered could 
be plainly seen. A

The number of vessels of pottery which 
been taken from the moundsin Missouri is 
prodigious and almost endless in variety, In 
an instance which fell under my own observa- 
tion, nearly, if not quite, one thousand pieces 
were obtained from a single burial mound, and 
these were of various sizes and great diversity 
of torm and workmanship. 

The skill displayed bv the prehistoric Amer- 
icans ineverything they manufactured trom 
common clay is vastly superior to that of the 
ancient civilizations of Europe, to whichin 
other respects many striking similarities may 
be traced. 

From the fact that few articles which are the 
products of human ingenuity and skill are 
more enduring than earthenware, this class 
of antiquities to the archzologist 
is very interesting and _ instructive. 
The skill and taste displayed in its various im- 
itative forms gives us an insight into some 
phases ofthe domestic life,-social condition
